This last goes much deeper than the 
destruction of property and involves 
more than anything else the destruc 
tion of human resources and the gen 
eration of deep-seated distrust among 
the peoples of Europe. Because of 
these factors it is difficult to see how 
Europe can for many years offer a mass 
market for audio-visual materials and 
equipment such as we have in the 
United States. In my opinion, the 
classroom instructional film with its 
“frozen” optical sound track is_ the 
greatest victim of this situation. It 
seems to me the magnetic striping of 
such films may go a long way in solv 
ing this problem. In this connection, 
technical personnel in the E.P.A. 
Audio-Visual Section here have been 
instrumental in assisting European 
manufacturers in the development of

Because of 
the limited market in any one country 
for an instructional film (without con- 
siderable re-editing and sound retrack- 
ing), the problem of how privately 
produced films can make a profit for 
the producer is very difficult to solve. 
Because of this, most European coun- 
tries have set up government produc 
ing units or in one guise or another 
subsidize private production. Largely 
because of import duties and use taxes, 
equipment is costly according to 
American standards. For example a 
good foreign-made 16mm sound pro 
jector costs from $700 to $1000, de- 
pending on where it is sold. 


Role of the European Teacher 

rraditionally, teachers 
have a more dominant and dominat- 
ing role in their relation to pupils 
than we in America accept 
These teachers view with 


European 


would 
suspicion 
and even distrust anything which 
seems to detract from their role, or 
which might be interpreted even mo 
mentarily as replacing or displacing 
them. It is difficult now for Americans 
to understand or appreciate this very 
deep-seated attitude. How quickly we 
forget! Twenty years ago I can remem 
ber this attitude was a very important 
deterrent to the. use of motion pi 
tures in the classrooms of America. 
And I suspect this feeling expressed 
under some guise —such as “I can't 
get the right film” — is still an active 
deterrent to the use of classroom films 
in the United States, especially in in 
stitutions of higher learning! 


This attitude plus the high cost of 
sound projectors, the lower cost of 
producing silent films compared to 
sound films, and the language prob- 
lem may account for the lingering 
popularity of the silent film through- 
out European schools. However, Amer- 
icans shouldn't assume that currently 
produced European silent films are 
comparable to the American. silent 
film of the late 1920’s or early °30’s. 
On the contrary, some of the silent 
films I have seen are, in my judgment, 
teaching masterpieces. Furthermore, | 
am told by persons whose judgment 
must be respected that these films in 
the hands of skillful instructors do 
produce good results and that such 
results do compare favorably with 
those secured with sound films. How 
ever, regardless of the preference for 
silent films, I understand the trend 
is toward the production and use of 
the sound film. This is especially ap 
parent in France, where the French 
Ministry of Education, Audio-Visual 
Education Section, now produces its 
films with sound. (Mentioning France 
reminds me that reports indicat 
French schools are. probably making 
greater use of educational television 
proportionately than American 
schools.) Undoubtedly the increasing 
use of the sound film in European 
industrial training programs —as, for 
example, those sponsored by E. P. A. 

will hasten its more general adop 
tion by schools. 

Filmstrips and other. low-unit-cost 
audio-visual materials are being in 
creasingly used in European schools, 
as in American schools.

source we have in audio-visual educa 
tion is the personnel we are able to 
attract to the movement. This pro 
vides us with the pool of manpowe 
so necessary for our operation. From 
this pool of manpower emerge our 
leaders. My work in the E.P.A. brings 
me into contact with this personnel 
and with these leaders — especially 
those responsible for programs in busi 
ness and industry training programs 
In addition to this, I had the privilege 
of meeting and working with most of 
the national leaders responsible for 
audio-visual programs in the schools 
of Europe at the conference of the 
International Council for Educational] 
Films held in Copenhagen, Denmark. 
Obviously my contacts with many of 
these people are comparatively lim 
ited. However, on the whole I am 
favorably impressed with them. On 
the whole they are a vigorous lot 
Many are high-level Many 
have been disciplined in the wartim« 
school of hard knocks. They tackle

a matter-of-fact way with courage, fo 
titude and determination.

editorial 


With Reckless Abandon 


When you compare the way money Is spent for text 
books and audio-visual materials, it sometimes seems 
that school administrators spend money for textbooks 
with reckless abandon. Yhey buy books in great quan 
tities without batting an eye, and ignore the research 
and experience evidence that have proved the values 
of other instructional materials. They scatter dollars 
for books, and count out the pennies for audio-visual 


materials. 
Let me cite a single instance: 


I know ol a school system where new science books 
were needed for upper elementary grades. The need 
was obvious because the old ones were out-dated and 
worn out! The order was given to buy thirty to forty 
new science books for each upper grade classroom. 
The cost? Approximately twenty thousand dollars 
No one raised a question or an eyebrow. No one 
demanded explanation of how teachers would use the 
books. No research evidence was cited to prove chil 
dren would learn from these books. No questions 
of cost were raised. It was all taken for granted. It 
was just assumed and accepted that this was a normal 
and reasonable expenditure for instructional materials 


Let’s take another look at this same school system. 


The total budget for audio-visual materials for all 
subjects and all grades was approximately ten thou 
sand dollars. Out of this amount less than two thou 
sand dollars was being spent for filmstrips. A book 
costs about the same as a filmstrip. This school system, 
which as a matter of course provides several textbooks

lor every pupil, provides filmstrips at the shamelul 
and miserly ratio of one filmstrip for every seventy 
pupils! I wouldn’t know how this stacks up with the 
average; but my hunch is that this is not an excep 
tional situation. 


Just suppose there were a different perspective, a 
different sense of values in this school system. Suppose 
they recognized that audio-visual materials are really 
instructional materials too. Suppose for once, for just 
one year they should spend twenty thousand dollars 
for filmstrips. With that kind of money they could 
put a set of more than two hundred filmstrips into 
every elementary school in the system. And just sup 
pose they were to keep this up for a few years! We 
dare say that with just this slight shift in values, with 
a realistic rather than a token appropriation foi 
iudio-visual materials, there could be a revolutionary 
change and advance in the instruction in that school 


system 


There'll be some people who will think that what 
I am saying is an attack on textbooks. They'll label 
me “anti-textbook.” This would be far from the 
truth. I know and believe in the value of textbooks 
in the instructional program, and I wouldn't take one 
cent away trom traditional textbook appropriations. 
But I also know and believe in the values of audio 
visual materials. If | must be labeled, I'm “pro-audio 
visual.” If school administrators are going to give 
teachers the tools they need for their teaching jobs, 
they're going to have to change their perspective on 
the comparative amounts needed for audio-visual and 
textbook materials. They're going to have to raise 
their sights on audio-visual expenditures They're 
going to have to stop paying lip service and start pay 
ing something more than token amounts for audio 
visual materials. 


We are bound by tradition in education: and one 
of the most binding traditions is that books are educa 
tion. We ignore the evidence of truth that is every 
where — the evidence at the movies, over radio, on 
television and the billboards, in the picture maga 


7ines: pictures and sounds are education too. 


We must begin to apply a little reckless abandon 
in bringing pictures and sounds into classrooms

Educational films 
are dangerously 


inaccurate 


says MILTON D. THOMPSON

HAT is the value of educational 
films loaned from the great 
varicty of film libraries? As_ the 
administrator of the school loan serv 
ice of the Illinois State 
have personally 


Museum, I 
checked everything 
that goes into that service. The most 
heavily used portion of the service is 
the 16mm films. Ours is not a_ large 
service; we have approximately 200 
film titles in a rather restricted field, 
which deals almost entirely with 
phases of natural history and art. 

In the natural history field we find 
that a surprisingly small number of 
so-called educational films are of a 
quality that we consider worthy of 
purchase for distribution. Probably 
less than one film out of ten is suit 
able. The greatest limiting factor in 
deeming these films suitable is the 
tremendous amount of serious inac 
curacies which they present with the 
best teaching techniques. This teach- 
ing of misinformation by as powerful 
and graphic a means as a film is a 
very dangerous procedure. 

Errors may be such simple things as 
Diamond-backed 
Rattlesnake a Water Moccasin because 
it is swimming; referring to Clark's 
Nutcracker as a Canada Jay; talking 
about totem poles among Seminole 


calling an Eastern 


Indians as an important part of their 
culture because one patterned after 
the style of the Northwest Coast In 
dians has been incorporated in a 
village to attract tourists; 
using a Monarch Butterfly, which nor-

mally lives for two or three years and 
migrates, as an example of an insect 
which dies in the fall and whose 
cocoon furnishes new insects the next 
spring; or major errors which actually 
misinterpret or alter the entire phi- 
losophy of a picture. 

Errors such as these seem to run 
threugh the films of most suppliers 
of educational films—big or small. 
They very often appear even in films 
sponsored by departments of universi

it so strongly that such errors are 
engraved in the minds of students so 
graphically that it is hard to remove 
them 

For years educational books and 
publications have undergone the most 
careful scrutiny, and it has been cus 
tomary to submit them to a _ variety 
of critics for suggestions and criticisms 
before publication. Books dealing with 
fields of science are critically reviewed 
in scientific publications so that every 
effort is made to screen out inaccu 
racies and misinformation. However 
films are often prepared by someone 
who has the chance opportunity to 
make a particular film and who finds 
a company to distribute it. The dis 
tribution company writes an advertis 
ment concerning the film and _ the 
majority of film libraries copy the 
same advertisement into their film 
catalogue. 

Many of the larger film libraries 
purchase everything produced by the 


major educational film companies 


seeming to assume that the teache1 


wishes and 


will use that which she 
somehow be able to present the mate 
rial properly and evaluate it properly 
Many of the educational film services 
are afhliated with universities or col 
leges, the school system itself, or with 
public libraries. The teacher usually 
assumes that anything from _ those 


sources will be correct Particularly 
in the elementary schools, much of 
the content and presentation of the 
film is often outside the personal 
knowledge and background of the in- 
dividual teacher. There seems to be 
a peculiar situation in which every 
one depends on everyone else to weed 
out the material, and we end up pre 
senting a great many films in the class

major inaccuracies in the minds of ow 
students.

Even 
though, as Dr. Thompson points out, 
“educational books and_ publications 
have undergone the most careful 


scrutiny”, there are errors in them. 
Probably this is because books, as well 
as films, are made by human beings, 
not by Univac. 

The films made by professional pro 
ducers are products of careful re 
search. Every one of them is made in 
close association with a distinguished 
specialist on the subject. The scripts 
for such films usually undergo the

Educa 
tional films are just as invulnerable 
when they are made by professional 
producers 

Dr Thompson uses strong language 
when he speaks about the “‘tremen 
dous amount of serious inaccuracies” 
to be found in educational films 
What films is he talking about? Many 
so-called classroom films in the field 
of science, especially in biology and 
natural history, are made by overen 
thusiastic amateurs or people who just 
happen to shoot some footag that 
they think “ought to be in every class 
room.” If these can be passed off as 
educational films, it is because somé 
buyers and users show a surprising 
lack of discrimination. It is the good 
fortune of professional producers, as 
well as of teachers, that standards of 


evaluation and _ selection have been 


1956 


many writers have had good reason at 
one time or another to regret. At later 
stages of production the films are re- 
viewed by a formidable jury, includ- 
ing the specialists on the subject. No 
film is released until the producer and 
his professional consultants are satis 
fied that it is wholly accurate, and 
what is more important, that it is a 
sound and effective body of instruc- 
tional material. 

Nevertheless, errors do occasionally 
eet into the most carefully made films. 
No matter how closely a film is 
checked, no matter how expert our 
collaborators are, we sometimes fail to 
catch inaccuracies. Recently we had a 
great physicist who read a script and 
saw several versions of a physics film 
without noticing that the narrator 
used the word “inches” when the 
measuring stick shown on the screen 
was clearly calibrated in millimeters. 
We had a noted astronomer who re- 
viewed a film without observing a

Tapes to Other Countries 
You may use the General Licens« 

Gift only if you are sending a gift to 
your family or friends or to a religious 
charitable or educational institution 
in any foreign country except the 
Mainland of China or North Korea 
\ gift parcel of a tape recording must 
conform to the following provisions: 

(1) Your educational tape recording 
“Gift” must be for use by an organ 
ization. The person or organization 
receiving the tape must not sell it 

(2) Educational tapes, since they are 
sent by parcel post, must conform to 
applicable post office regulations. 

(3) Each gift parcel of a tape record 
ing must show on the outside of the 
mailing box the name and address of 
the sender. 

(4) The address side of the tape r 
cording package must be clearly 
marked “Gift” — “Export License Not 
Required.” 

(5) The word “Gift” must also be 
shown on any required customs form 
or shipper’s export declaration; also 
the words “tape recording.” 

This is only a general guide becaus« 
export regulations must keep pace 
with national and international de 
velopments. Regulations are subjected 
to continual modification and revision 
Remember that each tape that is 
mailed is really an individual prob 
lem. Check with your post office 

Educational tape recordings are sub 
ject to regulations of the receiving 
countries. The following will describe 


some of these regulations 


NIGERIA 

Exemptions from import duties or cus 
toms: Films, filmstrip, microfilm, slides, 
sound recordings, newsreels, and similar 
visual and auditory material passed by 
the Board of Censors appointed under 
Section 6 of the Cinematograph Ordi 
nance, Cap. 32, as being of educational, 
scientific, and cultural character, if (a) 
produced by the United Nations or any 
Specialized Agencies, or (b) imported for 
public or private exhibition by educa 
tional, scientific or cultural bodies or so

GOLD COAST 

Exemptions from Import Duties or Cus- 
toms: Educational films and educational 
slides certified as such under 6A of the 
Cinematograph Exhibitions Ordinance 


LIBERIA 

Articles free of duty by reason of spe 
cial use of circumstances: Articles for 
general use of missionary, educational

HAWAII 

Educational tape recordings sent to 
Hawaii and other dependencies are sub 
ject to restrictions for the continental 
United States.

There are no restrictions of any kind 
from the British side on tape recordings 
sent from a school in this country to a 
school in the United Kingdom. There are 
no licensing regulations applicable to the 
shipments nor are duties collected when 
the recording is for bona fide educational 
purpose, and re-ex portation within a rea 
sonable period contemplated

HAT can be done to enable every 

high school to provide high qual 

ity courses in mathematics and 
science for its students? The use of 
sound films and educational television 
to take over the basic instructional part 
of the teacher’s task would seem to 
afford the most satisfactory solution to 
this problem. The tremendous possi 
bilities afforded by these media for in 
structional purposes are 
widely recognized.

Obviously the most 
need is for good high school mathe 
matics and science courses, such as ele 
mentary, intermediate, and advanced 
algebra, plane geometry, trigonometry 
physics, biology, chemistry, and high 
school general science. Instructive and 
stimulating filmed courses, especially 
prepared by expert teachers, would 
help to make these subjects more in 
teresting and also more widely avail 


urgent present 


able to students. 

What I have in mind is a project in 
volving some twenty-five or thirty films 
for each course of this kind, prepared 
by outstanding teachers in conjunction 
with expert sound film technicians. 
Each film series would be accompanied 
by textbooks, workbooks, experimental 
kits, and other materials needed to give 
high school students the benefit of 
high quality instruction regardless of 
where they live and what their own 
school is able to offer. Such filmed 
courses would make it possible to pro 
vide science courses in schools which 
cannot do so at present. The same 
courses would serve as a useful suppl: 
ment to the efforts of even the best of 
the teachers, making it possible for 
them to concentrate on individual rela 
tionships with students and give them 
the help and guidance which are so 


often the vital stimuli for developing 


a permanent interest in science as a 
career. 

To ensure their availability in the 
schools where they are most needed, the 
filmed courses would have to be dis 
tributed widely on a_ low-cost basis 
[his means that all or most of the 
initial production costs would have to 
be underwritten. Support for such a 
program would be a worthwhile in 
vestment for business and industry. It 
would also be a worthwhile investment 
for the federal government, in light of 
the number of critical defense pro 
grams which require scientifically 
trained personnel, and for educational 
foundations, with their strong interest 
in bringing to bear upon education 
the best methods for helping teachers 
do a more effective job with their stu 
dents. 

Even a strong effort along the lines 
I have sketched would be only the 
barest beginning; yet a start must be 
made. After all, the technical means 
for this kind of solution to the prob 
lems now besetting the educational 
system have been available for twenty 
five years or more, and the effective 
ness of films as instructional devices 
has been demonstrated time and again 
during those years. Yet films have not 
been used to any extent commensurate 


with their potentialities. Why not

Consideration of the causes underlying 
this failure may help clarify the nature 
of the obstacles involved. 

Among the factors involved in edu 
cation’s failure to utilize technological 
advances such as sound films has been 
the fact that until the last few vears 
there was little

cient methods of operation. While it 
is true that the public elementary and

A SUBJECT INDEX 
For Film Cataloging 


AVE YOU had a problem with the 

subject classification of films? We 

had this problem and decided to 
analyze our subject index to determine 
how it could be improved. The sub- 
ject headings we were using were noth 
ing more than a list of the curriculum 
areas taught in the public schools and 
colleges. We asked some teachers how 
they used the list; their general answer 
was: “It was so general that it was of 
little practical value in finding the 
materials desired.” A simple, yet com 
plete, subject index was needed, since 
we follow the usual practice of printing 
a catalog of the audio-visual materials 
available; the size and cost were im 
portant considerations. 

We first thought the subject indexes 
used by book libraries could be adopted 
to indexing films. We found, however, 
that the list recommended for small 
book libraries contained approximately 
6,000 subject headings. 
list for film collections containing only 
1,000 to 1,200 titles would be impracti 
cal. A study of the book library’s list 
of subject headings suggested a solu 
tion to our problem. By making a study 
of subject headings used by audio-visual 
centers we could develop a list based 
on actual usage that would be suitable 
for film cataloging. 


To use such a 


Twenty-one film catalogs from librar 
ies were gathered for the study. A 
documentary frequency study of the 
twenty-one catalogs was made to de- 
termine the subject headings used. Each 
subject heading that appeared was re- 
corded and the frequency of use was 
determined. 

The catalogs listed a total of 2,919 
subject headings for an average of 139 
per catalog. There were 1,121 different 
subjects in use for an average of 56.7 
different subject headings per catalog.

rhe number of subject headings ranged 
from eleven headings in one catalog to 
a high of 683 in another. The wide 
range that appeared gave some idea of 
the lack of agreement by film catalogers 
on the selection of subject headings 
needed for effective cataloging of films. 

The assumption was made that a list 
of subject headings equal to the aver 
age number appearing in the twenty 
one catalogs would form a basic list. 
The average number of subject head 
ings per catalog was 139. From the 
list 123 headings were selected that had 
the greatest frequency of use. After 
the selection of the subject headings 
the list was studied to discover the 
extent of overlapping, omissions, and 
synonymous headings contained in the 
list. There were a number of synony 
mous headings but very few serious 
omissions, Some examples were, Neth 
erlands and Holland, American His 
tory and United States History, Mathe 
Arithmetic, and_ others. 
Headings of this type were refined by

using “‘see’’ references from one head 
ing to the second heading, using the 
one with the greatest frequency of use 
for the classification of materials. This 
method retained both in the list, but 
referred the user to one for the mate 
rials on the subject. 

The three continents, Europe, South 
America, and Africa appeared in the 
list, but Asia, Oceania, and North 
America did not appear. It was neces 
sary to add the headings Asia and 
Oceania, since only a small number of 
the countries of the regions appeared 
in the list. The heading North Ameri 
ca was not added since all the countries 
of the region appeared in the list. 

\ study of the geographic and his 
torical headings led to the inclusion 
of all historical and geographical mate 
rial under the heading of the country, 
except in the case of the United States 
In this case, due to the vast amount of 
materials, both United States Geogra 
phy and United States History ap- 


peared in the list. The grouping of 
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the history and geography under one 
heading was achieved by assigning the 
references “see name of country or 
continent desired” to both headings, 
history and geography. 


Further refining of the list of head 


ings included the adding of “see” ref 


erences and “see also” references to 
guide the user to other headings that 
contained similar materials. The use 
of noun headings was preferred; so all 
adjective headings were converted into 
noun headings and included in the list 
The adjective headings were retained 
in the list, but were given a “see” ref 
erence to the corresponding noun head 
ing. 

When the list was complete the sub 
ject index contained 133 subject head 
ings. 102 of the headings were used 
for film classification, 31 had “see’’ 
references, and 11 were provided “see 
also” references. 

We have found, from using this sub 
ject index, that an audio-visual direc 
tor who has not had formal training in 
cataloging can efficiently classify the 
wide variety of material normally dis 
tributed by an audio-visual center. As 
the subject heading index is used it 
may be found necessary to add certain 
subject headings, divide a heading into 
two or more classifications, or eliminate 
certain unused headings. This can be 
done, without too great an expenditure 
of time, to meet local needs as they 
arise. 

This basic subject heading index is 
recommended for use in film catalog 
ing because of its simplicity, ease of 
classification, and concise completeness 
It will serve as a starting point toward 
the development of an index based on 
actual usage. You will find it easy to 
use; it will guide the user to the mate 
rials wanted on a given subject with 
the least amount of wasted time and 


effort.

Fresh out of seminary, he joined the 
Reverend John Wells Rahill, now of 
Berkeley, California, in the educa 
tional work of this great church. It 
soon became one of his duties to help 
select from the total output of theatri 
cal films (some 500-600 per year in 
those days) those which seemed most 
suitable for our purposes 

With a list of likely films before us, 
we would go to the regional film ex 


changes of Kansas City to preview 
these films and contract for those s¢ 
lected, 

As the films came along week by 


week, we spent Saturday mornings 
running them off in the church and 
cutting out (with the scissors) such 
parts as we would not abide. At last 
the operator of the projector would 
get it all spliced together for Sunday 
Frequently, according to him, we had 
as much on the “hook” as we had on 
the reels. Be that as it may, we knew 
we had to exercise careful and intelli 
gent censorship. Our church d 
manded it, and Dr. Rahill had to 
keep faith with some pretty pious and 
touchy people. 

I soon came to have charge of the 


first service at 4:30 on Sunday after 


noons. It was the service for children, 
some teenagers, and family groups. At 
7:30 in the evening Dr. Rahill’s con 
gregation was composed of young 
people and some adults. Since no the 
aters were then open on Sunday in 
Topeka, our church was always filled 
to capacity—up to 900 for the first 
service and up to 800 for the seccad. 

Our Powers arc projector could be 
adapted for the projection of lantern 
slides, and we made slides for respon 
sive readings, litanies, announcements 
hymns and other elements of the serv 
ice. We used a 12 x 12 flat white 
screen, and had a buzzer signal system 
from the pulpit to the fireproof projec 
tion booth on the balcony. Thus we 
were enabled to bring off a smooth 
“performance” every now and then. 

Our church organist sat in on the 
Saturday morning previous and made 
notes of the support music which she 
would play during the services. She 
was very skillful at the improvisation 
and took great pride in her ability to 
key her music to the changing moods 
of the film. By the latter part of 1925 
we began to receive a “book” of music 
along with some of the better films 
but Mrs. Hunt either ignored this mu 
sic altogether or selected judiciously, 
complaining that little or none of it 
was suitable for church use.

All our films were 35mm and silent 
Sound films were some four years in 
the future.

Ihe first exploits beautifully the 
idea that “greatness” may be next 
door in the people who love and serve 
their community. The full-color art 
work by Harold Minton is pleasing 
and effective.

Description 

‘In any family, there are bound to 
be rivalries among brothers and _ sis 
ters.” Thus asserts Sibling Rivalries 
and Parents, a film which suggests that 
it is natural for children in a family 
to vie for attention, esteem, and love 
ind that parents would do well to be 
aware of the fact and to be wise in 
the ways of handling situations that 
result from it. Correlated with Child 
Developme nt by Hurlock., 
the film shows some of the overt mani

festations of child rivalries and sug 
gests ways by which parents can deal 
with resultant problems 

The Roberts family is shown in real 
life situations to illustrate the causes 
and effects of the competitive tenden- 
cies of five children—a girl in her 
early teens, three boys about to reach 
their teens, and a baby sister in her 
early childhood—and to show how 
wise home management can mean the 
difference between good and poor fam 
ily relations. Manifestations of the 
vearnings of the children for the at- 
tention they want from their parents 
include superior mocking on the part 
of the oldest boy, silly clowning by 
the younger boys, use of babyish charm 
and cuteness by the baby girl, and 
moodiness of the growing teenager. 

To explain underlying 
causes of rivalries, the film uses an 
animated diagram which graphically

shows that each child affects and modi 
fies the family relationships so that no 
two children can have the same emo- 
tional background. It asserts that even

Evaluation 


The evaluation committee felt that 
this is an interesting and accurate 
presentation which could be used in 
advanced high school biology, premed 
ical training, courses in embryology, 
and preparation for marriage courses 
Although most of the film consists of 
simplified drawings, there are several 
excellent live action scenes such as the 
cinephotomicrography of the union of 
a human sperm and egg. To gain the 
most from the film, the viewers should 
first become acquainted with such 
words as trophoblast, chromosomes, 
and umbilical cord. Also, they should 
know certain details of the reproduc- 
tive process. If the audiences men 
tioned above have the necessary pre- 
liminary information, this film should 
be valuable.

She knocks over a half 
pitcher of milk, which, along with a 
half loaf of bread, is all they have to 
eat. Hansel, picking up the _ bread, 
takes Gretel deep into the forest look 
ing for berries. The bread crumbs 
which he has dropped along the way 
have been eaten by a bird, and the 


children cannot find their way home.

The poor woodcutter, looking for 
Hansel and Gretel, is about to give up 
hope when he spots the children’s 
berry basket. The three are reunited, 


and as they go home carrying their 
new-found treasure, the narrator says, 
Now, with a wonderful treasure chest 
full of gold and jewels, they need never 


go hungry again.” 


Appraisal 
The techniques used in this film are 
very effective and the whole story is 
told in an appealing way, even though 
the story has been modified. The film 
will find use in the primary grades in 
reading and language expression, and 
pre-school children will be delighted 
with it.

The film shows 
how the Pharaoh’s Canal was closed 
by Abbasid Caliph II. The film also 
depicts how Napoleon made a futile 
attempt to construct a canal and how 
one British officer conceived of a way 
to build and administer one. It was 
not until the time of Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, a retired French diplomat, 
that the construction of the present 
canal was begun. 

De Lesseps negotiated with the 
viceroy, Mohammed Said, 
until it was possible for him to or 
ganize in 1856 the Maritime Company 
of the Suez Canal which undertook 
the construction of the waterway. Ten 
years after the first excavation, the pas 
sage was completed. The film points 
out that the Charter of the canal com- 
pany guarantees access to the canal by 


Egyptian 


all nations, without discrimination or 
favor, for all time. 

Also shown is the attempt, in 1881, 
by de Lesseps to build a similar canal 
in Panama. The attempt failed, how 
ever, because of yellow fever but was 
taken up in 1914 by the U. S. Army 
Engineers under the direction of Gen 
eral Goethals. 

[he film graphically indicates how 
the two canals have revolutionized 
world trade. The closing statements 
of the film suggest that the Suez Canal 
is an international servant of incalcu 
lable benefit to all peoples everywheré 
and that 
the Suez canals remain open and fre¢ 


“so long as the Panama and 


. the vitality and productive energy 
of all the peoples of the world can be 
fully realized.” 

Appraisal 

With the attention of the 
presently focused upon the crisis in 
volving the Suez Canal, it is most 
timely that a film as skillfully produced 
as The Suez Canal should bring into 
the spotlight the economic and ‘stra 


world 


tegic importance of the controversial 
international waterway. The film is 
definitely a masterful work of art. It 
is informative as well as aesthetic 
Drawings, some of which are ani 
mated, combine with live photography 
to portray the historic construction of 
the Suez Canal and to impress upon 
the viewer the tremendous significance 
of the channel to international rela- 


tions. The film should be of value to 


students and teachers of social studies

This 
group identifies problems relative to 
materials, production, control, testing 
maintenance, and logistics and suggests 
possible solutions to these problems. 
The next sequence depicts the roles 
of individual departments in develop 
ing and testing the engine, fuselage 
control telemetering system 
and other devices and systems neces 
sary to the operation and testing of 


systems, 


the proposed missile. The film also 
emphasizes the assignment of a project 
engineer who oversees the entire proj 
ect and maintains liaison with military 
representatives. 

(nother sequence portrays the com 
prehensive testing program in which 
every component of the missile is car¢ 
fully checked to guard against failure 
The Government Engineering and D« 
velopment Ohio is

Evaluation

vides a challenge to a high school audi 
ence as well as providing motivation 
toward a career in engineering.

Description 

The film illustrates, through the use 
of experiments and small, simplified 
models, the evolution and use of va- 
rious kinds of power 

Che opening scenes of children rid- 
ing to school on their bicycles and 
Indians grinding corn and boring a 
shell illustrate the use of muscle power, 
which was the only kind of power, the 
film pints out, used in very early 
times. The scene shifts to an oxen 
pulling a plow to illustrate that ani- 
mal power was the first type of power 
which man learned to use to help him 
do his work. A toy sailboat is shown 
ilong with a windmill depicting the 
use of wind as a source of power 
Water power Is demonstrated with a 
model of a mill 

The next sequence presents a model 
generator producing electricity pow 
ered by a water wheel in a stream. 
The electricity is wired to a model 
factory where it is connected to an 
electric motor. A shaft, turned by the 
motor, operates a mechanical hammer, 
1 conveyor belt, and a circle saw. A 
14-year-old girl, using a dry cell, insu 
lated wire, a nail, a round box lid, 
and paper clips, demonstrates the op 
eration of an electric motor. 

Steam, the next source of power 
developed by man, is illustrated in 
scenes of an old locomotive, a toy steam 
engine connected to a model generator, 
ind an aluminum foil steam turbine 
spinning over a teakettle. Brief scenes 
of an electric power plant and a rotat 
ing propeller are shown, pointing out 
that steam turbines are the source of 
power for both. The film then demon 
strates the explosive power of burning 
gases and uses animation to show how 
burning gases operate automobiles and 
trucks. Burning gases to propel jet 
planes is shown. 

The suggestion that atomic power 
may light our cities in the future and 
1 review of the various kinds of power 
presented conclude the film 


Appraisal 

The film does an excellent job of 
illustrating the various sources. of 
energy. The use of models is partic- 
ularly effective. It simplifies the opera- 
tion of the various types of energy pro 
ducers and makes them more easily 
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understood. Teachers of the elemen 
tary grades will find this film especially 
helpful in teaching concepts of energy. 
The film does, however, confuse the 
concept of powe and energy.

HOW TO SUCCEED IN SCHOOL

Description 

How to Succeed in School develops 
the idea that to achieve success in 
one’s studies, one must make proper 
use of his time and resources in school. 

[he presentation begins with a 
scene in which a father notices the 
disappointment of his two children, 
Doug and Carol, over their low grades 
Believing that they might learn some 
thing about school work by observing 
business operations, he decides to take 
his children to the printing plant 
where he works. Here Doug and Carol 
observe four phases of work which 
must be done in order for the whole 
operation to be productive: (1) prope 
planning and scheduling, (2) putting 
plans into operation and_ keeping 
things going on schedule, (3) checking 
results and making needed changes in 
one’s methods, and (4) being depend 
able. 

The film then uses the analogical 
approach to show that “the — basic 
procedures are about the same _ for 
any job whether it’s ope rating a busi 
ness or going to school.”” Doug and 
Carol are shown the need for careful 
planning and scheduling. They sec 
the plant executives as they map out 
their plans. The film suggests that the 
student’s job is going to school and 
that he can plan and schedule his work 
so that he has definite time for study 
for work, and for rest and relaxation 
The need for keeping a budget which 
calls for the use of one’s money to the 
best advantage is given emphasis; so 
is the importance of planning one’s 
activities to keep oneself physically fit 

Seeing a man at work in the plant 
Doug and Carol are told that if the 
man is sometimes slipshod in his work 
he would not only “get off schedule.’ 
but would also cause an inferior prod 
uct. In school, careless work similarly 
leads to poor results and constant dis 
satisfaction on the part of the student 
as well as his teachers. A cut-in of 
Carol shows how she had to refuse a 
coke date in order to stick to her 
schedule. 

At the printing plant, time is spent 
in checking results to find out ways of 
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making 


improvements. .\ student cai 
likewise improve his learning abilities 
by finding out his weaknesses and work 
ing on them accordingly He must 
increase his vocabulary; he must have 
constant practice in organizing his 
thoughts and ideas; and he must learn 


to use study tools 


Dependability, too, is important 
It requires that one do things well and 
on time just as they do at the printing 
plant. In addition, one must learn to 
like people, to be friendly, and to be 
courteous, 

The film concludes that going to 
school is the student's personal busi 
ness and he would do well to organize 
it according to the well-tested pro 
cedures for running a successful busi 


ness 


Appraisal 

Full of good advice, the film should 
appeal to all students. It should be 
especially worthwhile to those students 
needing help in organizing and using 
their time and resources. Its presenta 
tion is simple and succinct. There is 
nothing spectacular about the photog 
raphy or the sound but the messagt 
is unmistakably clear. Questions may 
be raised in regard to the film’s as 
sumption that students can “learn 
something about school by seeing what 
it takes to make 
and that the use of analogy is the best
